The special application blank has 
been prepared and an order for 16,- 
000,000 has been placed with the pub- 
lie printer, the statement said. The 


necessary paper to fill the huge order 
is being shipped to the publie printer 
by the faetories and on receipt the 
application blanks will be promptly 
delivered to the department for dis- 
tribution to veterans. 

In this connection, the war depart- 
ment has made arrangements for the 
distribution through the postoffice 
department, the American Legion, 
various military headquarters and 
civie societies. 

Letters Cause Delay, 

Printed instructions will be dis- 
tributed containing all information 
relutive to the bonus and the applica- 
tion blank will contain specifie in- 
structions as to how it should be 
filled out. 

Commenting upon the situaticn, 
Major General Davis, adjutant gen- 
eral of the army, said: 

“The task of administering the 
compensation law is of such magni- 
tude that any unnecessary correspon- 
dence on the part of the applicants 
will increase the work of administra- 
tion and will result in a consequent 
delay, not only in settling the in- 
dividuals claim, but also the claims 
of other veterans. 

“All the departments or bureaus of 
the government in any way connected 
with the administration of the adjust- 
ed compensation act a® with the set- 
tlement of claims arising thereunder 
are endeavoring to expedite their 
work with the least delay.”

or at jJeast some peculiar state in 
whieh there is a fault of calcium util- 
ization in the body, is responsible for 
the peculiar susceptibility of certain 
individuals to these disease condi- 
tions. 

It is generally assumed by experts 
on nutrition that many city dwellers 


teday suffer from an actual calcium | 
deprivation, owing to the lack of an) 


adequate amount of calcium (lime) in 
the foods which go to make up the 
dietary of the average uiban family. 
A more liberal nse of fresh milk and 
of all kinds of cheese—foods very 
rich in calcium—would probably over- 
eome the deprivation, but the refined 
ccreals, white flour, white sugar, po- 
tutoes without the skins, meats, which 
constitute the main food gupply of 
city dwellers, have all been robbed of 
their calcium in preparation for con- 
sumption. The greens, the leafy ves- 
etables and relishes, particularly eab- 
baze and lettuee, are rich ia calcium. 

It does not follow that because the 
diet is poor in calcium one need only 
add calcium. either in the form af 
food or in the form of medicine, in 
order to overcome conditions which 
are associated with a ealcium defi- 
cieney in the Llood. There are more 


things in metabolism than most of us | 


have ever dreamed of. 

Dr. Abrham R. Hollender and Dr, 
Frank J. Novak find that the admin- 
istration of calcium lactate or calcium 
eblorid in such cases is a failure un- 
less something is done in addition to 
favor the metabolisin or utilization of 
ealcium by the blood. This somethin 
consists in administering very smal 
doses of thyroid or parathyroid ex- 
tract in conjunction with the daily 
c2leium ration. Or if it is inadvisa- 
ble for the patient to take these gland 
extracts, then .he same result may 
secured by the influence of ultraviolet 
light. 

Now ultraviolet light is colorless 
and is not to be eonfused with the 
worthless toy which is popularly 
ealled “violet ray.” Ultraviolet light 
is present in direct sunlight, the elec- 
tric arc. and the mercury-vapor quarts 


lamp. Ultraviolet rays will pass free- 
iy through quazis but aot’ through 


| glass, 


They cause the tanning of the 
skin, and they are the explanation 
'for the extraordinary cures of tuber- 
iculosis by the sun-bath method, and 
of lupus (skin tuberculosis) by the 
Kinsen light. It seems that one in- 
fuence of ultraviolet rays is to stim» 
ulate or increase the metabolism of 
csleium in the blood. 

Whether anyone having any of the 
disease conditiong mentioned should 
‘take thyroid of parathyroid along 
/with daily doses of calcium lactate is 
,4# question which only the individual 
|medical adviser can answer aceording 
te the requirements in the individual 
ease. Rut any one may aafely take 
internally five grains uf ealcium lac- 
tate, preferably dissolved in half a 
glassful of water, after food, pretty 
regularly three times a day for a few 
months, and go ont and expose the 
hody to sunlight a while every day, 
sLort of sunburn.

Bids on 11 Road Contracts 
To Be Let June 2 by State

Bids for 11 road building contracts 
have been advertised for by the state 
highway department. Contracts will 
be let June 2, it was announced Wed- 
nesday. 

Included in these proposed road 
building projects are two of excep- 
tional interest, one involving the con- 
crete surfacing of a stretch of hig-- 
way in Clayton county, on the mais 
Atlanta-Macon highway, and the other 
the hard surfacing of the road _be- 
tween the new Chattahoochee river 
bridge and the town of Roswell. 

The road between Atlanta and Ros- 
well is now all hard-surfaced with 
the exception of this smail stretch of 
2G miles. This is on the main high- 
way from Atlanta to Dahlonega and 
the north Georgia mountain region, 
and is much traveled duriug the sum- 
mer season. ‘The road from Roswell 
to Dahlonega is a good, sand clas 
road all the way, with the exception 
of a short stretch in Lumpkir county.

BOOTLEG KING'S 
WIFE 1S ARRESTED 


Cincinnati, May 21.—Mrs. Imogene 
Remus, wife of George E. Remus, 
nationally known as “king of the 


bootleggers,”’ now serving a term of 
two years in the federal penitentiary 
at Atlanta on a charge of con- 
spiracy to violate the national pro- 
hibition act, was arrested here to- 
day on a similar charge. 

The arrest was made following re- 
ceipt in Cincifnati of an indictment 
returned against Mrs. Remus and the 
others in St. Louis Monday last. 

The indictment grew out of an in- 
vestigation made by federal agents 
and charged the removal of 891 buar- 
rels, containing 30,000 gallons of 
whisky, from the Jack Daniel dis- 
tillery warehouse at St. Louis as the 
result of an alleged conspiracy by 
Mrs. Remus and others. 

It is alleged that the whisky was 
reinoved between June 1, 1923, and 
January 1, 1924, to be sold and dis- 
tributed in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois 
and Missouri.

It is further alleged that “195,000 
was paid by the alleged conspirators 
for the whisky ow nership certificates, 
that Mrs. Kemus paid $28,000 of this 
with a certified check on a Cincinnati 
bank, and that her husband, George 
Remus, paid $70,000 with a check.

Before being arraigned, Mrs. Te- 
mus said: “J shall-enter a plea of 
not guilty. Everything I did in the 
matter was legal as far as I know, 
and was done upon instructions trum 
my husband.” 

Among the other defendants named 
were George Remus and Harry Boyd, 
who is in the penitentiary at At- 
lanta with Remus. The prisoners 
were arrested as fugitives from jus- 
tice, being wanted in St. Louis on a 
conspiracy charge. 

Revenue Collector Named. 

One of the St. Louis defendants 
named in the indictment was William 
J. Kinney. It is charged that the 
defendants conspired to remove the 
30,000 gallons ,of whisky from the 
warehouse without permits, with the 
knowledge and consent of Kinney, 
then deputy internal revenue col- 
lector. 

It was stated that investigators 
from St. Louis had made several 
trips to Cincinnati in the last several 
months in tracing whisky removed 
from the Jack Daniel distillery. 

Mrs. Remus was released on bond 
of $5,000 to appear on September 17 
in the federal court at St. Louis. 
Mrs. Remus promised to produce in 
the commissioner’s office tomorrow 
the third Cincinnati man wanted.
